REPORT  OF  THE  COMPTROLLER-GENERAL 


I  report  that  the  Balance  Sheet  as  at  March  31,  1969,  and  the  relevant  Statement 
of  Revenue  and  Expenditure  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date  are  in  agreement  with 
the  records  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  which  have  been  audited  under  my  direc¬ 
tion.  In  my  opinion,  the  Balance  Sheet  and  the  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expendi¬ 
ture,  as  supplemented  by  the  statements  and  comments  in  the  Public  Accounts  and 
in  this  report,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  as 
at  March  31,  1969,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended. 


A  significant  change  was  made  this  year  in  revenue  accounting  with  the  revenue 
being  stated  on  a  strictly  cash  basis  in  accordance  with  section  53  of  the  Treasury 
Act.  As  a  result  of  this  change,  the  practice  of  recording  as  revenue  at  the  fiscal 
year-end  the  amounts  then  due  from  Canada  in  respect  of  shared-cost  programmes 
has  been  discontinued.  These  amounts,  totalling  $7,482,700.94  as  at  March  31,  1969, 
will  now  be  recorded  as  revenue  in  the  year  in  which  actually  received. 


Expenditures  are  shown  on  a  modified  accrual  basis,  i.e.  on  a  cash  disbursement 
basis  with  adjustment  for  certain  accruals  and  for  inventories  of  stock  on  hand. 
One  significant  change  in  accruals  during  the  fiscal  year  resulted  from  the  inaugu¬ 
ration  of  the  system  of  bi-weekly  pay  of  salaries  and  wages.  This  new  system 
replaced  a  system  of  semi-monthly  pay  with  the  result  that  employees  were  paid 
on  the  last  or  second  last  Friday  in  March,  depending  on  the  nature  of  employment. 
Salaries  and  wages  in  the  amount  of  $1,653,212.88  were  accordingly  accrued  from 
the  date  of  the  last  payment  in  March  to  March  31. 


School  grant  expenditures  are  recorded  on  the  basis  of  payments  made  in 
accordance  with  a  method  prescribed  by  regulations.  Under  this  method  grants 
pertaining  to  the  Province’s  share  of  school  costs  of  $2,595,152.49  for  1968  and  those 
covering  the  period  of  operations  from  January  1,  1969,  to  March  31,  1969,  will  be 
charged  and  paid  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1970. 


In  my  reports  on  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  years  ended  March  31,  1967  and 
1968,  reference  was  made  to  the  method  of  recording  in  the  revenue  division  receipts 
from  Canada  pertaining  to  The  Hospital  Services  Insurance  Act  as  being  contrary 
to  the  said  Act.  During  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31, 1969,  the  method  of  recording 
these  receipts  was  changed  and  is  now  in  accordance  with  the  legislation. 


In  this,  my  last  report  as  Comptroller  -  General,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
co-operation  of  the  officials  and  staff  of  the  various  Departments,  Boards  and 
Commissions  during  the  conduct  of  our  audits.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  staff 
members  of  the  Comptrolling  and  Audit  Branch  who  have  carried  out  their  duties 
willingly  and  efficiently  during  my  term  as  Comptroller-General.
